New Excise Law Will 
Be Effective Oct. 15 


A new excise law which be- 
comes effective in Massachusetts 
on Oct. 15 calls.for the revoca- 
tion of number plates and can- 
cellation of auto insurance if the 
tax is not paid within the period 
allowed by the state. The state 
allows a 30-day period to pay this 
tax and when the 80 days expire 
an additional five days is granted 
the delinquent taxpayer to prove 
satisfactorily to Commissioner 
Goodwin that he has paid his ex- 
cise tax. Unless this proof is forth- 
coming, insurance companies will 
be notified and auto insurance 
cancelled immediately as well as 
the revocation of plates by the 
Department of Motor Vehicles.

Hoehn, and the Town Clerk, Mrs. 
Haskell, read the warrant which 
contained the following three 
articles: 
Article 1. To see if the town 
will vote to appropriate $118.50 


the Central cemetery, or take any 
vote or votes in relation thereto. 

Article 2. To see if the town 
will vote to appropriate $1000 to 
be taken from the E and D sbur- 
plus revenue for WPA or other 
project work, or act thereon. 

Article 8. To see if the town 
will vote to appropriate any sum 
of money to resurface more side- 
walks, or take any vote or votes 
thereon. 

Article 1 was voted, the cost 
charged to excess and deficiency 
fund. Article 2 was voted after 
Selectman Fisher stated its pur- 
pose, which was for improve- 
ments on the Meadow road to aid 
in relief needs, Article 3, ex- 
plained Selectman Dunnell for the 
re-surfacing of sidewalks along 
Winchester road at a cost of $150, 
Main street at a cost of $1525, 
Moody street at a cost of $202 
and Parker street at a cost of 
$567 was voted tabled. It was a 
shor t meeting and adjourned 
within 30 minutes. Less than a 
hffMidred citizens attended.

High School Matters 


Another special meeting of the 
voters of the town has been called 
for Thursday evening, September 
29 at 7:30 o’clock and the war- 
rant has been posted in the usual 
places as required by law. There 
are three articles, the first which 
has to do with the contemplated 


erection of a gymnasium-auditor- 


ium in connection wth the high 
school as a recreational center, 
the improvement of the high 
school building itself by repairs 
and the acceptance of federal co- 
operation. The second article has 
to do with the transfer of funds, 
lief. Following are the articles: 

Article 1. To see if the town 
will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the purpose 
of constructing an  auditorium- 
gymnasium with equipment, and 
the remodeling of the present high 
school building with equipment, 
and authorize and direct the Se- 
lectmen to accept, on behalf of 
the town, for use in carrying out 
such a project, a federal grant 
of money, pursuant to the Public 
Works Administration appropria- 
tion act of 1938; and authorize a 
building committee to construct 
said project and contract with 
respect thereto, and authorize the 
treasurer, with the approval of 
the Selectmen, to borrow such 
sums as may be necessary to meet 
any appropriation made and take 
any action thereto. 

Article 2. To see if the town 
will vote to transfer from the 
excess and deficiency account to 
the welfare account, the sum of 
$150, which is the amount re- 
ceived fro mthe school depart- 
ment from the sale of wood, or 
act thereon. 

Article 3. To see if the town 
will vote to appropriate any sum 
of money to be used under the 
direction of the Board of Select- 
men, to repair the storm damage 
in the town, or take any vote or 
votes in relation thereto.

have awakened to the fact that 
to keep young people normally 
activ in their leisure time keeps 
them from less desirable recrea- 
tion and environments. The young 
people themselves, as well as old- 
er citizens, are now asking that 
the town furnish recreational op- 
portunities similar to those en- 
joyed by other progressive com- 
munities. 


Such groups as the Athletic As- 
sociation, Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts 
and school students in general 
fee] this needed addition to the 
town. program. Especially the 
high school and _ Center school 
girls and boys need a place where 
they can get physical recreation, 
when during half the school year 
they cannot exercise out of doors. 
When the recreation program in 
the schools has the students work- 
ing off surplus energy in the right 
way, the entire disciplinary prob- 
lem is greatly simplified; when the 
young people of the town are 
actively engaged in enjoyable re- 
creational evenings they are not 
on the street corners or working 
up trouble for their neighbors. 

With these thoughts in mind, 
various committees have been 
meeting over a period of months 
trying to develop a definite plan 
to recommend to the citizens of 
the town for their approval. The 
plan is now ready. It includes the 
building of a new gymnasium 
with assembly and auditorium fea- 
tures, and renovation of the pre- 
sent high school. Whereas these 
two building projects might be 
dealt with separately, they are 
so closely connected in the gen- 
eral plan that they seem essential 
to each other. 

The gymnasium is to be con- 
nected by an arcade to the pre- 
sent high school so that easy ac- 
cess can be had in all weather. At 
present there are not adequate 
facilities in the high school for 


There has been a growing eenti- 
ment-in Northfield for some years 
now that the town should pro- 
facilities 
for the young people. This feel- 
ing has grown because the citizens

Improvements Contemplated at H.S. 
To Provide Gym. and Auditorium 
Public Meeting To Be Arranged 


assembling the students in one 
group. Assemblies are desirable 
for educational pictures, group 
lectures, announcements and on 
many other occasions. 

An oil heating plant for the two 
buildings is to be located in the 
present school basement. The 
heating system of the high school 
is planned with steam instead of 
hot air. Present toilets in the 
basement which do not meet state 


inspection would be cleaned out 
and replaced, and proper ventila- 
tion added. 

Renovation in the basement will 
give two additional rooms so that 
space will be available for teach- 
ing commercial subjects. These 
new rooms lessen the present need 
of the high school for the space 
occupied by Alexander hall, hence 
no change is being proposed in 
that direction. Additional equip- 
ment is being asked for improv- 
ing the home economics work and 
the science laboratory. . 

The gymnasium provides suit- 
able space for basketball and 
seating arrangement for the audi- 
ence. There are separate lockers 
and shower rooms for boys and 
girls. These rooms are accessible 
from the athletic field as well as 
from lhe gymnasium, thereby add- 
ing a convenience for the baseball 
groups during the summer. 

The total project is estimated 
at approximately $60,000. It was 
felt advisable to avail the town 
of PWA assistance whereby the 
government donates 45 per cent 
of the total expense. This leaves 
a net expense to the town of 
$33,000. By lessening the amount 
of alteration in the present high 
school the total expense of the 
entire project might be reduced 
five to ten thousand dollars. 

For many years the school bud- 
get has been entirely too small to 
keep up school property and 
equipment. The time is not far off 
when considerable money will 
have to be spent to bring the high 
school building and equipment up 
to date. This may be our final 
chance to have the government 
share in the larger items of ex- 
pense.

The Back Yard Gardener 


“Lucky, lucky me. I can live in 
luxury, because I’ve got a pocket- 
ful of dreams.” I heard that pop- 
ular song on the radio the other 
night and it set me to thinking 
that that fits very well for back 
yard gardeners. We have our gar- 
den full of dreams to last us over 
the dreary winter, and so we can 
live in luxury. . 

But what I really wanted to 
chin about today was hawthorns. 
Out in the west where I first saw 
the sunshine these members of 
the rose family grew wild. Maybe 
I haven’t looked in the right 
places, but here in New England 
I don’t see so many as I should 
considering the quality of the 
bush. 

This time of year they really 
show up to good advantage since 
the foliage invariably turns brill- 
iant red or orange, and of course 
in the spring they have the nice 
showy flowers. I'm interested not 


only in that, but also in the rug-|. . 


ged character of the tree or shrub. 
Its almost horizontal thorny 
branches certainly make an at- 
tractive effect when not in leaf. 
They will grow pretty readily in 
most any type of soil, and while 
they get along best in sunny lo- 
cations they will do pretty well in 
what you think of as open wood- 
land. 
Probably the best known one 
is the English hawhorn or May. I 
understand that it was this plant 
for which the Pilgrims’ Mayflower 
was named. This particular varie- 
ty grows up to about 15 feet and 
has white flowers and bright red 
fruit. The variety Pauli has bright 
scarlet double flowers and is prab- 
ably the most common one we 
see in the United States. 

Another very special hawthorn 
to my way of thinking is the one 
we commonly know as Cockspur 
thorn. This has wide spread 
branches. The white flowere are 
followed by red fruit which often 
remain on the tree all winter. The 
glossy leaves are very attractive 
and of course when they turn 
eolor in the fail are very brilliant. 
This one sometimes goes up as 
high as 40 feet, but can be kept 
bushy by pruning. And incidental- 
ly it makes a mighty fine hedge, 
and believe you me you won’t find 
many enimals crawling through a 
hedge of hawthorns. 

I was telking with my good 
friend Lynn Lydeti about these, 
and he agrees quite heartily, but 
says that if you are going to men- 
tion hawthorns you should also 
mention erab apple. Of course 
popularly crab apple refers to any 
small fruited variety of apple, so 
I got him to suggest several varie- 
ties. These all come from the Pyr- 
us group which like the hawhorn 
fia a member of the rose family. 

He suggested that you might 
make your selection from the wild 
aweet crab which is p. coronaria 
which sometimes grows up to 30 
feet, hes pink and white flowers, 
and small green apples which are 
good for jelty-making. 

@peaking of the flowers—that’s 
one difference between hawthorns 
and erabe. The hawthorns do not 
have what you would call a fra- 
grant odor. Baccata or Siberian 
érab apple makes a very hand- 
zome tree, sometimes going up to 
40 feet. Micromalus makes a very 
shapely little tree with showy 
pink flowers and red fruit. 

Well, I guess that’s enough te 
maks you realize that I’m a boost- 
er for hawthorns and crab apples 
in the home grounds. Of course 
you have got to use a iittle 
judgment as to where they will fit 
in, but I think they sre worth 
cossidering if you are going to 
keep your poeieis full ef dreams.
